DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 14 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As the claims 
were read and interpreted in light of the specification, the prior art of record fails to 
specifically disclose an optical device comprising, particularly, a continuous wave 
generator generating a continuous wave, a first channel receiving the continuous wave 
with at least a first medium having a first optical index with at least one characteristic of 
at least a first optical signal passing through, a delayer coupled with the first medium to 
delay signals present on the first channel, at least a second medium having at least a 
second optical index that varies with at least one characteristic of at least a second 
optical signal, which is a copy of the first but by a delay time, passing through the 
second medium, and an interferometric structure making the signal present on the first 
channel interfere with a signal present on the second channel and generating an output 
signal forming a difference signal between the signal present on the first channel and 
the signal present on the second channel.
